2, All three companies refused te give quotations on delivery of aviation 
products to the China mainland because they have received no definite 
statement of United States policy regarding such action. Although the 
Hong Kong Government places no restrictions on the export of arlation 
products to Communist China, and the request was made by Communist au- 
thorities, 011 companies in Hong Kong feel there is little likelihood of 
there being exports because of company volicies ani US controls. Shell, 
although not an American firm, 1s following the game line of action, proba= 
dly because it purchases from the US and isi thus, subject: tothe eqme export 
regulations as American companies.
